Dr. Kwoh Speaks 
AtWSSF Assembly 


Recently. returned from China, 
where he has observed problems 
of Chinese students, Dr. Edwin 


Sih-ung Kwoh spoke to students at 
an assembly last Friday as a rep- 
resentative of the World Student 
Service Fund. 

Doctor Kwoh, who is visiting this 
country for told 
students here ‘he has noticed that 
there is a growing interest among 
American students in world affairs, 
and that they are “more intelligent 
than before.” He feels, however, 
that too much emphasis is placed 
on the problems of Europe, and 


said, “What happens to China will 
be of importance to the whole 
world.” 

In Nanking, where he has visited 
the, university, and at other Chi- 
nese colleges and universities, there 
is widespread student unrest, Doc- 
tor Kwoh said. Causes for low mo- 
rale among students, he feels, are 
“physical insecurity,” the ° disinte- 
gration of Chinese political and
